PORT TOWNSEND, Wash., July 17.—At 
8 o'clock this,morning the steamship Port- 
fand, from St. Michaels for Seattle, passed 
up the Sound, with more than a ton of soli!d 
gold on board and & passengers. In the 
Captain's cabin are three chests and a 
large safe filled with the precious nuggets, 
The metal is worth nearly $700,000, and the 
most of it was taken out of the ground in 
less than three months of last winter; and tn 
gize the nuggets range from the size of a 
pea to a guinea egg. 

Of the 68 miners aboard, hardly a man 
has less than $7,000, and one or two have 
more than $100,000 tn vellow nuggets. 

One peculiar feature noticed is that the 
big strikes wera made by. “‘tenderfeet,” 
while the old and experienced miners of 
many years’ experience are suffering in- 
describable hardships and privations in

Clarence Berry of Fresno, Cal., went to 
the Yukon in 189 and prospected several 
years without success. He returned home 
last autumn, was married and took his 
bride to the Clondyke last November. He 
is now on the Portland with $135,000, the re- 
sult of a winter's work and fortune’s smile, 

Frank Phiscator of Baetoda, Mich., is an- 
other lucky miner. He went to the Clon- 
dyke last autumn and is now returning with 
$96,027, having worked two claims with nine 
men three months, and he still owns the 
claims. He was one of the original discov- 
erers of the Fidorado district. 

Although most of the passengers are re- 
turning home with plenty of gold they all 
advise and urge people who contemplate 
going to the Yukon not to think of taking 
in less than one ton of grub,and plenty of 
clothing. While it is a poor man’s country, 
yet the hardships and privations to be en- 
countered by inexperienced persons unused 
to frontier life &re certain to result in much 
suffering. They should go prepared with at 
least a year’s supplies.

VALPARAISO, July 17.—There is a gen- 
eral fear here that a repetition of the bloody 
labor riots of 1890, when scores of rioters 
were shot down and killed by the police 
and militia, is at hand. 

The situation is critical It was brought 
about by the action of the Mayor of Val- 
paraiso in ordering 1,000 workshops closed, 
thereby throwing thousands of men out of 
employment. Unless something is done im- 
mediately to provide for the idle thousands 
serious trouble wil! result. 

The authorities only quelled the riots of 
1890 after a great loss of life. The rioters at 
that. time looted many stores to obtain 
food and clothing, and the result was the 
police and militia were cailed out to put an 
end to the troubles. Scores of idle men 
were shot down and cut down in the streets.

Three or Four Thousand Judges and 
Clerks Will Be Able to Get 
Their Money Now. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 17.—The 
Bupreme Court en bane this morning de- 
nied the writ of mandamus to compel the 
Board of Education of the city of St, 
Louis and the members thereof to aud!t the 
relator’s ciaim for services as one of the 
clerks at a special election held in St. Loults 
on May 18, 1897, to elect members of gaid 
board, held in accordance with the Civic 
Federation bill. In the opinion rendered 
Judge Sherwood said: 

“There is no controversy touching any 
facts. The respondents have entered their 
appearance, and in their return say that the 
writ ‘is sufficient tn law, and does not 
slate any cause against respondents,

The weapon of 
leath was evidently carried away by the 
murderers. 

It was current talk along the Levee front 
that “Old Marcus” had quite a <um of money 
and carried it about him. His .ourderers are 


unknown, but it is evident that their mo- 


tive was robbery. 

Derpite his reputed weaiih Marcus lived 
in penury. He was a typical negro and de- 
lighted to boast of his belongings. 

He had the frugality and thrift of a miser, 


but lacked discretion. 

Two years ago the old man entered the 
employ of the Wabash Company. His du- 
ties were to act as porter and watchman at 
the station on North Levee, at the foot of 
Olive street. He was @llowed to sleep in 
the station and a cot was provided for that 
purpose, 

At 6 o’clock Saturday morning, Robert 
O'Keefe, a transfer man, living at 514 South 
Second etreet, went by the Wabash of- 
fice. The front door was open. He saw the 
negra lying on the cot, near the ticket win- 
dow, with his head crushed. 

Blood and drains were spattered about ¢he 
place in every direction. 

O’ Keefe excitedly ran to the second-hand 
store of B. Ichkowsky, two doors north. 
Accompanied by Ichkowsky, O’Keefe noti- 
fied the police at the Chestnut Street Sta- 
tion. 

Officer Pat Danaher went to the scene. 
He had the dead body removed to the 


Morgue. an 

When the officer searched the dead man's 
pockets he found no money. A few papers 
of no importance were the only contents. 

On the floor at the head of the cot the 
officer found a due bill for $10, given in favor 
of Yates, and bearing the signature of F. 
L. Davis, a ticket seller in the station 
where the negro met his death. 

There was nothing in the appearance of 
the room to denote that a struggle had oc- 
curred. 

The police believe that the old man was 
murdered while he slept or was lying awake 
on a cot in the room. 

Detectives Brady and Guion, who were de- 
tailed on the case, learned that Wiliam 
Burgess, colored, and Henry Noliman, a 
white man living at 1722 North Thirteenth 
street, last saw Yates alive. 2 

Burgess says that he left Nollman and 
Yates together about 1 o’clock and went 
home. Burgess was found by the officers and 
taken to the Four Courts, where he related 
a straightforward story to Chief Desmond. 
The police believe that he is innocent of any 
connection with the killing. 

Search for Nollman was made, but he 
could not be found. The police say that Noll- 
man went home and changed his coat and 
vest, saying that he was going fishing, and 
then left the house. 

They learned also that he remarked he was 
not going to work to-day because he had 
a scratch on the right side of his face, and 
he did not want to have his employers think 
that he was in a fight. 

The police have under arrest as suspects 
in addition to Burgess, Tom Kaiser, Wm. 
Gillam, John and Henry Smith and Sonny 
Butler all colored, Butler was in the em- 
ploy of the murdered man and there are 
Sealine on his trousers which the police think 
are blood stains. 

He was put in the sweat-box and the po- 
lice expect to get some information from 
him. e has made no statement as yet. 

Nollman, for whom the detectives are 
looking, is said to be out of the city. 

The post-mortem on the body of the negro 
showed that the top and back of the skull 
were crushed @rom blows inflicted with 
some jagged instrument, possibly a dull 


hatchet. 

Marcus Yates had lived in 8t. Louis 
many years. He was crippled in his left leg 
and moved about with difficulty. He was 
industrious and remarkably thrifty. He 
was looked upon as a capitalist by other 
negroes and many is the bootblack he has 
staked to brush and polish. 

At one time he was the owner of several 
bootblack stands on prominent streets, One 
of his stands was at Fourth street and 
Washington avenue and there he spent a 
large portion of his time prior to entering 
the service of the Wabash, two years ago. 

“Tt would be impossible for me to estl- 
mate how much money the old man had,” 
said F. L. Davis, the ticket seller in charge 
of the Wabash station. “I always under- 
stood he carried an unusually large amount 
for one of his standing in life. He always 
kept his money in his pockets and was 
proud of ft. With childish glee he would sit 
around and show his money, so I am told. 

“T think the old man has beén eleeping 
with the front door open. He was not afrat! 
—he had no enemies—and he complained 
greatly of the heat. T know he left the door 
open at n'ght a short time ago, and I sup- 
pose he risked it last night. 

“If robbery was the object of the mur- 
der, the old watchman was the sole victim.

The body of Frank W. Phelan, who put a 
bullet through his brain in Chicago Friday 
night after cutting and shooting the woman 
= loved, will be brought to St. Louis Sun- 

y. 

The suicide’s father, Dr. Ricard A. Phe- 
lan, will have the body interred at Calvary 
Cemetery. 

The news of Frank Phelan’s tragic end 
came as a shock to many people in widely 
divergent walks of life in St. Louis. The 
suicide and would-be murderer was born 


and reared here. 
At various times fn his career he had been 


a more than ordinary fisure. 
| AS a young man fresh from college he 
was known in good if not pretentious so- 
ciety as the son of Dr. Richard A. Phelan, 
a highly respected and successful phyajcian. 

In his gravitation down the social scale 
he made other acquaintances. He was near 
the bottom when he met the woman whose 
lack of a faithfulness he had no reason 
to expect, drove him to a suicide’s grave. 

In Chicago Friday night, after a lon 
quest, he found the woman who had kill 
his better self. She was Kate M. Wads- 
worth, formerly of St. Louls, better known 
in Chicago as Kitty Rector. Phelan, who 
had gone to Chicago Monday night in 
search of the woman, learned that she was 
stopping at the Forest City Hotel. They 
met in 3 wine-room back of the Grand 
Palace otel saloon and after a heated 
quarrel Phelan drew a razor from his sleeve 
and passed the keen edge across the 
woman's throat. 

When his bleeding victim tried to escape 
Phelan fired three shots at her. o of 
them took effect and the woman fell. Then 
Ph —* Det a bullet through his brain and 
drop ead. 

It was a sad ending for a man who once 
gave promise of great achievements. 

Frank Phelan was his father’s favorite 
son. The physician used his means lavish- 
ly to fit the ay 4 for an honorable career. 
After receiving his degree at the celebrated 
college at Notre Dame, Ind., young Phelan 
asked his father to permit him to learn the 
practical workings of the railroad busi- 
ness. Dr. Phelan had influence enough to 
get his son a good position, but the boy in- 
sisted on starting at the bottom and se- 
cures a position as brakeman on the Wa- 


While at: college tn Infllana the youn 
man’s brilliant attainments had attracte 
the attention of Eugene V. Debs. He acted 
on Debs’ advice when he entered the rail- 
road business. When the great strike move- 
ment of the A. R. U. was being put under 
way Debs employed Phelan at a salary of 
$150 a month to organize branches of the 
Tinion on the Pactfic Coast. While on this 
mission Phelan edited a labor paper in 
Phoenix, Ariz. 

When the strike of 18% was inaugurated 
Phelan was in oharge of the movement at 
Cincinnati and second only to Debs in in- 
fluence and prominence. 

helan ‘Was among the strike leaders 
thrown in jall at Lebanon, O. When he left 
there 10. working men escorted him to 
the depot and paid homage to him as a 
martyr in the cause of labor. 

It was after his return to St. Louis that 
Phelan began to drift down He was 
still in touch with the working men, but 
he formed other associations. e kept bar 
in various saloons, became a frequenter of 
Pool Alley, the keeper of a questionable 
rooming-house, and finally a maker. 

Two years and a half ago he met the 
woman who caused his ruin. She was a 
woman of the street when he picked her up. 

He took her to the American, a rooming- 
house at the northeast corner of Eleventh 
one Pine streets, and they lived together 

ere. 

After two months of this kind of life 
Phelan leased the hotel, and he and the 
Wadsworth woman operated ft until the 
Post-Dispatch made the crusade on wine 
rooms and rooming-houses. 

Capt. Mallee forced Phelan to close the 
house ten months ago. It has since been 
reopened, and is now o ted as the Hotel 
Douglas by a Mrs. Doyle. 

When forced out of business Phelan and 
the woman went to Chicago. Phelan re- 
turned alone five months ago, joined his 
brother Louis in operating a pool room at 
7038 Pine street, and boarded at 106 North 
Tenth street. 

The pool-room was closed by the police 
three weeks ago. 

Phelan had been despondent since his re- 
turn from Chica ‘ 
with whom he that the 
worth woman was unfaithful; that he had 
found her living with a cab driver in Chi- 


cago.

STAUNTON AND MT. OLIVE. 


Gome Uncertainty as to the Consoli- 
dated and Murphysboro 
Workmen. 


FIFTEEN HUNDRED MEN EX- 
PECTED TO BE IN LINE WHEN 
BELLEVILLE IS REACHED. 


The Crusade Spirit Has Fired a Large 
Portion of the Southern 
Illinois Diggers. 


A change has come over the spirit of the 
Belleville miners. For the first time since 
the present trouble began there is strike en- 
thusiasm among them. 

They are stirred by the crusade spirit. The 
Staunton pilgrims will be enthusiastically 
welcomed and hospitably treated, and the 
purpose of the pilgrimage accomplished, 

The Belleville men will strike. 

Knots of miners gathered at Gaul’s, Neff’s, 
Gerold’s, Jung’s and the other West End 
galoons Friday night and discussed the 
situation with an an!mation as marked as 
was the stolid and sullen indifference be- 
fore. 

“We will strike,”’ passed from mouth to 
mouth. It was spoken hopefully. There 
was ecarcely a dissenting voice raised. 

The ugly temper manifested the night be- 
fore had vanished, Their blood, rendered 
sluggish by the seeming hopelessness of 
their condition, had been stirred by the 
reports of the advance of the Staunton 
men. 

Meetings were held at 
mines Thursday. The reports 
game from all: “‘We will come 
we are called.” 

The sixty men at Reinecke’s mine, on the 
L. & N. unanimously voted to strike. These 
men were the first to strike In 188. They 
were out there nearly a month before the 
others joined them.

The 
men are more cautious than the others be- 
cause defeated strikers can expect no mercy 
from the syndicate operators.

But most of the Staunton men are from 
Syndicate mines, and it ts belleved they will 
be able to pull out their brothers here ina 
bunch. 

The news from Crown No.

The advance guard reached Belleville Fri-

ahead by train to not'fy the Belleville men 
of the column's approach. 

They brought the first detalled informa- 
tion of the departure of the army of 
strikere. Thursday afternoon 400 men left 
Mt. Olive and walked the five miles to 
Staunton. They camped in the park and 

reparations were made for the real start. 

hey had a commissary wagon well loaded 
with substantial fare, including a barrel of 
eauer-kraut. The Staunton men, 400 strong, 
assembled with another wagon. Merchants 
at both places had contributed liberally to- 
ward stocking the larder. 

The whole town gathered at 
Gradually order was brought out 
fusion. he men were formed in line 
abreast. 

At 10 o'clock at night the order to march 
Was given. The band played, the men 
cheered, the women waved adieu and the 
children ran beside the tramping host to 
the edge of the town.

The band marched at the head of the col- 
umn for a few miles, waking the night 
echoes and keeping up the enthusiasm of 
the men.

RAILROAD INQUIRY, 


The Death of Auditor Anthony of the 
Fitchburg Has Started Stories 
of Robbery. 


BOSTON, Mass., July 17.~The sudden and 
somewhat singular death of Mr. Clarence 
C. Anthony, auditor of the Fitchburg Rail. 
road since 1886, at his home in Waltham, on 
Thursday morning, has resulted in giving 
what may seem to be a premature publicity 
to a series of facts in relation to the ad- 
ministration of sonfe of the departments of 
the Fitchburg road, the knowledge of which 
has thus far been carefully kept within a 
very limited circle. 

Following the news of Mr. Anthony’s 
death it became known that the directors 
have for some months been engaged in 
special investigation into the management 
of the freight department of that road, and 
that a corps of expert rallro@d accountants 
have been at work upon the accounts. 

The investigation will cover the entire 
freight accounts of the road since the ad- 
vent of President Marcy, which was about 
1889. 

When it is known that such investigation 
by experts of the ability and reputation of 


those cugages in this work will cost per- 
haps $100,000, it seems probable that the 
directors of the road had strong grounds 
for suspicion of very grave and extended 
wrong-doing before they set jin action such 
e nsive machinery.

BY JUDGE PEABODY, 


VICTORY FOR THE EXCHANGE. 


CAUSE FOR HIS EXCLUSION FROM 
' MEMBERSHIP NOT DEVELOPED. 


Not Being a Regular Member He Was 
Not Entitled to Trade in the 
Exchange Building. 


Broker Austin E. Babcock, charged with 
trespass and disturbing the peace of Nat 
Moffitt of the Irregular Trading Committee 
of the Merchants’ Exchange, was tried be- 
fore Judge Peabody and a small but inter- 
ested audience of Merchants’ Exchange 
members Saturday morning. The trial was 
devoid of interest, inasmuch as the conduct 
of the case was confined to the material 
facts. Every attempt to develop side is- 
sues was carefully shelved by the Acting 
Prosecuting Attorney, Mr. Ashley Clover. 

Judge Peabody fined Mr. Babcock $10 for 
trespass and discharged him on the other 
charge. His attorney promptly appealed the 
case. 

There were only half a dozen members of 
the Merchants’ Exchange present. Among 
these were Sol Quinlivan, Wm. Grassmuck, 
J. P. Connor, Eugene Donzelo, James New- 
ell, the Doorkeeper, and Patrolman St. John, 
who made the arrest. 

Attorney Ashley C. Clover represented N. 
L. Moffitt, the pfosecuting witness, and 
Charles M. Napton defended Mr. Babcock, 

Mr. Clover at first thought of having the 


two charges tried separately, but after a 
conference with Mr. Napton it was decided 
to try the issues jointly. 

Mr. Moffitt was the first witness. During 
cross-examination by Attorney Napton Mr. 
Moffitt became a little bit rattled, but the 
defense gained no mater:al points.

When Mr. Napton took him in hand 
for cross-examination he directed his ques- 
tions mainly to dissecting the method of 
trading on the curb. 

Mr. Akin admitted that the Merchants’ 
Exchange had a rule prohibiting trad- 
ing on the curb, but the rule had never 
been enforced. He denied that any except 
members of the Exchange were allowed to 
use the curb. 

“Is it not a fact, Mr. Akin, that Mr. Bab- 
cock is the only individual who has been 
refused the privilege of*the curb or who has 
been requested to vacate?” 

‘He is the only man who has violated the 
rule of the Exchange in that respect. He 
is, In fact, the leader of the men who have 
attempted to trade in violation of the Ex- 
change rules.”’ :

CITY COUNSELOR’S SAY. 


A Young Woman’s Sad History Re- 
vealed by Surviving Members 
of the Family. 


> 

The suspicions of, Dr Robert McWilliam 
as to the causes of the death of Miss Car- 
rie Healy, as told in the 6o0’clock edition 
of Friday’s Post-Dispatch, were proved by 
Deputy Coroners Lloyd and Nletert, who 
made the autopsy, to be without founda- 
tion, 

The interference of Dr. MoWrllMam until 
the funeral was a surprise and shock to 
the dead girl’s sorrowing sisters, and his 
call upon the Coroner cast a cloud over 
the past life of the ill-fated girl, which it 
seems she did not deserve. 

As stated in the Post-Dispatch Carrie 
Healy died at Detroit City, Minn., about 
forty miles from St. Paul, July 14, and her 
remains had been brought to #43 Castle- 
man avenue, the home of her sister, Mra, 
Edward Gatenby, for burial, and were to 
have been interred in Calvary Cemetery 
Friday afternoon. The transportation cer- 
tificate over the Northern Pacific Rallway, 
signed by Dr. Carman of Detroit City, gave 
the cause of death as tuberculosis. 


When the remains reached the city Dr. 
McWilliam notified Coroner Wait that the 
deceased was his adopted daughter, and 
that he believed her death had been has- 
tened by an operation that involved the 

irl’s chastity, and asked that an autopsy 

held. The body had arrived on an early 
morning train, and all arrangements h 
been made for its interment at 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon. 

t was nearly that hour when Cullen & 
Kelly, undertakers, were notified not_ to 
move the corpse until released by the Cor.- 
oner. The first intimation the grief-stricken 
family had of such a course was when the 
Deputy Coroners appeared at the house and 
made known their mission. The eisters of 
the dead girl were stunned and the mortifi- 
cation of the announcement turned into 
grief and indignation at the thought of the 
calumny that such an investigation carried 
with it. They could not but submit, 

The emaciated form of the dead girl was 
lifted from the coffin and the prying task 
of the physicians begun. The examination 
was most thorough, for the ysicains were 
not unmindful of the weight of their re- 
sponsibility, and what a load of sorrow it 
would ever be to those to whom the d 
girl was so dear. 

After the autopsy was finished, Dr. Lioyd 
said: “This is a cruel thing—more cruel to 
the living than the dead. There was no good 
reason for this thing. This poor girl was 4 
victim of consumption, and, so far as our 
exanrination can prove, she died as virtuous 
as the day she was born.”’ 

The fate of poor Carrie Healy was a sad 
one, and her life history had nothing of sun- 
shine In it. She was a bright and beautiful 

irl, who made a heroic “tr, 9 not onl 
or subsistence, but against the dread mown 
7 that was hereditary in her family. 

he was the youngest of three daughters 
of Mr. and Mrs. Leonard Healy, both of 
whom died of consumption in the prime of 
life.

Mrs. McWilliam went before the Pro- 
bate Court and qualified as the foster 
mother of the three girls, and took them tu 
live with her. They were mainly educated 
at the Sacred Heart Convent, but as soon 
as they got old enough to work they were 
made to do so in vacation. All of the girls 
were pretty and proud, and they revolted 
against the associations of the neighbor- 
hood in which they lived on Morgan street.

Carrie learned stenography, and for two

ST. LOUIS’ EXPORT TRADE. 

The export trade of St. Louis to Pacific 
ports was recently pointed out by the 
Post-Dispatch as one which, growing un- 
der serious discouragements, would be 
quick to respond to any impulse. 

The growth of this trade is getting de- 
served and needed recognition. The 
Northern Pacific Railway is in negotia- 
tion with the St. Louls Manufacturers’ 
Association for special rates, on St. Louis 
manufactured goods to China and Japan. 
The arrangement will undoubtedly be 
productive of increased foreign trade re- 
lations, as heretofore rates to the Pacific 
have been so high that shipments by way 
of New York, though much less favorable 
as to time, have been necessary.

MILITARISM IN ILLINOIS. 

The late session of the Illinois Assem- 
bly amended the militia code of that 
State in a way to rob the rank and file 
of all the rights of a citizen soldiery.

The annual tour of 
camp duty will hereafter be an occasion 
for the display of gaudy officialism, strut- 
ting in brief authority. The private 
becomes the slave of the epaulettes as 
much in the Illinois militia as in the reg- 
ular army. Fines, imprisonment and 
other penalties are imposed for the most 
trivial breaches of discipline.

of mandatory power upon such bodies to 
compel Sheriffs and other civil officers to 
carry out their decrees. 

The Illinois militia, though splendidly 
organized and equipped, has remained, in 
ite social organization and esprit du 
corps, @& great posse, numbering 7,000 
citizens. As such it has done effective 
work.

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DERELICT CONTRACTORS. 

It is to be hoped that the Third street 
merchants will adhere to thelr resolu-

Holding street sprinkling contractors 
to a faithful performance of their con- 
tracts is not the duty of citizens. It is 
the duty of street sprinkling inspectors, 
who are pald for their work by the city.

Other citizens should take it up. A 
sprinkling vigilance committee of citizens 
could do good work, if the courts sustain 
the Third street merchants. 

When street sprinkling contractors fail 
to do their work according to contract 
and are not punished for it, three ques- 
tions are inevitably suggested: 

Why are not the derelict contractors 
reported P 

Why are not the penalties of the 
failure to perform their contracts en- 
forced P 

What pull or influence protects them 
from the consequences of dereliction?

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VACANT LOT A RENDEZVCUS FOR 
A TROUBLESOME GANG. 


THEY ROB MARKET WAGONS. 


LARGE QUANTITIES OF FRUIT 
AND VEGETABLES STOLEN. 


. 


Police Raid Their Stronghold, but 
Eight Out of Nine Suspects 
Get Away. 


An organized gang, a reennant of the 
“Forty Thieves,”’ has been terrorizing farm- 
ers on the'r way to market in the vicinity 
of Seventh and Cerre and Gratiot streets. 

In a vacant lot adjoining the elevated 
railroad, and which is surrounded by a 
high board fence, the gang has been making 
its rendezvous. The place is thoroughly 
secure, There is no view to be had from 
the street, nor can it be observed from any 
point of vantage in the neighborhood, not 
even from a train passing over the elevated 
road. 

In this tnclosure the gang, composed of 
a dozen members, has met daily since the 
beginning of spring, and every morning 
before sunrise manages to steal a large 
quantity of garden truck. In the last few 
months the members have been particu- 
larly active, and the police say there is no 
estimating the amount of vegetables and 
fruit they have stolen. 

Their work has been easy. The farmers of 
Jefferson County, on their way to market, 
despite the fact that from day to day their 
wagons have been looted by thieves, seem 
to take no special pains go prevent this 
wholesale thievery. Being tired, they in- 
variably are wrapped in deep slumber when 
they strike Broadway, and this is what 
makes it easy for the crooks to rob their 
wagons. The plan of the thieves is to He 
concealed in the vacant lot until the farmers 
irive up.and when they see that the men 
in charge are asleep, they crawl through 
small openings in the fence and swoop down 
on the wagons. They steal the property, not 
piecemeal, but by the box and crate. As soon 
as a bex of vegetables or berries is lowered 
to the ground it is carried to the lot and 
concealed in the weeds until the last farmer 
has passed. Then the crowd moves off under 
the cover of darkness and carries the booty 
to some more secret hiding place. After- 
ward it is sold to peddlers, neighbors and 
butchers. 

The police have been wt hang 8 
this gang for several weeks, but they weve 
in the dark as to their hiding place. While 
officers were lying conceal in doorways 
on the lookout for the thieves, the latter 
were lying behind the wood fence. 

Saturday morning, however, Sergt. Fox 
and Officer Plark were informed a faren.- 
er that a gang of pane men had looted a 
wagon and carried the stuff into the lot. 
It was about 3 a. m. when the officers went 
to the place and saw-nine men standing in 
a group in the center. Officer Clark 
squeezed through one of the openings in the 
fence, while Sergt. Fox stood guard at one 
end of the lot to catch any of the gang 
that might come his way. Officer lark 
pounced down on the crowd of thieves, and 
at once they scattered. A minute later and 
there was only one of the crowd in sight, 
and he was in the custody of the officer. 
He gave the name of Rudolph Masrend, 18 
years old, and said his parents lived in 
Brantner place. 

The pals of young Masrend disappeared as 
if the earth had swallowed them. They 
were not seen leaving the lot and not one 
of them passed Sergt. Fox. Search was 
made for them, but no trace of the robbers 
‘ould be found. The officers came across 
several boxes of vegé@tables and about 
thirty heads of cabbage. More produce 
that had been stolen during the morning

HE DECLARES HE WAS SHOT AND 
ROBBED OF HIS MONEY IN 
FOREST PARK. 


Never Owned a Revolver and Had No 
Such Weapon When 


Wounded. 


CAME TO ST. LOUIS FROM £PRING- 
FIELD, MO., TO MEET A 
STRANGE MAN, 


Went to Forest Park Merely to Read, 
Kill Time and Keep as Ccol 
as Possible, 


As the mind of young Elliot Duckworth 
becomes clearer, the more information the 
police obtain concerning the mysterious 
tragedy enacted at Forest Park June lh, 
when Duckworth was shot, either by himself 
or some one else. 

He has always denied shooting himself, 
but because of the peculiar effect of the 
bullet wound on his brain he was unable to 
remember much about the facts. 

Heretofore he has been unable to tell why 
he came to St. Louis. He could recall noth- 
ing of his trip here or what brought him 
But Saturday he was able to tell all that, 
remembering it clearly, and if it be true 
Duckworth was the victim of an attempted 
murder and was robbed. 

He said that a week before coming to St. 
Louis he sold his produce store in Spring- 
field, Mo., and a day later answered an ad- 
vertisement in a St. Louis newspaper, that 
a young farmer who understood the produce 
business and had a little money could be- 
come a partner in a large city store. In an- 
swering the advertisement Duckworth men- 
tioned that he’ had just sold his own store 
for cash. 

Two days later he received a reply, signed 
by Kdward L. Doling and contain ng Do- 

‘s card. He noticed that Doling’s ini- 
tiais were the same as his, but thought 
nothing more of it. Doling directed Duck- 
worth to come to St. Louls Sunday and 
reg ater at a hotel opposite Union Station, 
where he would call on him and explain 
the matter of partnership.

He says he found a seat behind a clump 
of bushes and sat down to read, but could 
not get interested in the beok. Then he 
found Doling’s card in his pocket, and 
after looking at it for awhile he got up 
and walked out from behind the bushes. 
Then is when W. B. Watkins, a bicycle 
dealer, on King’s highway, saw him with 

book in his ha and saw him go back 

hind the busheg. 

Duckworth had only been seated a mo- 
ment when he says there was a flash, every- 
thing grew dim and he knew nothing more 
until he awoke in the City Hospital. 

The police reported that Watkins saw 
Duckworth shoot himself. Mr. Watkins 
denies this. He says he simply saw the 
young man come from behind the bushes 
with a book fn his hand and then return 
to the shade and out of view. 

Then he heard the shot he and several 
others ran to the spot and found a smok- 
ing revolver near where Duckworth lay. 
They found Doline’s card on the bench and 
asked him if that was his name. Dazed 
and in a stupor, he replied tn the affirma- 
tive, then, like one under the influence of a 
marcotic, he told of a half dozen places 
from where he came Finally he became 
tired of the questions put to him and re- 
fused to talk. 

Duckworth says he never had a revolver 
in his fe and that the one found near 
him and with which he was shot belonged 
to some one else, The finding of the card 
gave him the name of Doling. 

He says that when he went to the rk 
he had over $9 In hjs vest pocket. When 
found he had only’® cents, and he now 
Says he was robbed. 

hose who have heard Duckworth's story 
as he tells it, since,he can recall all of the 
mrticulars, believe’that Doling was a con- 

dence man who a<vertised for young 
farmers with money to come into the city, 
where he could rob them. It is thought that 
Doling went to the hotel Monday after 
Duckworth had gone to the park and then 
followed him out there and made him his 
victim. 

Chief of Detectives Desmond has no 
record of a confidence man named Doling, 
but says the game suggested in Duck- 
worth's story is common and that slick 
confidence men have made thousands of 
dollars out of it, although it is uncommon 
to murder a man for his money, It is usual 
for the victim to put Wp several hundred 
dollars security for a fictitious position.

INSPECTION OF GRAIN. 
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ILLINOIS BOARD TO HAVE A ST. 
LOUIS OFFICE. 


NO FRICTION 


Officials of the Two States Expected to 
Get Together and Act 


Harmoniously. 


The Tilinois State Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners will maintain a 
grain inspection department on this side of 
the river. 

The office occupied by the present Board 
of Grain Inspectors in the Merchants’. Ex- 
change has been engaged and the head- 
quarters for the East St. Louis inspectors 
continued on this side as heretofore. 

Chief Inspector C. O. Dutcher will con- 
tinue In charge until Aug. 1, when his suc- 
cessor will take hold. The new inspectors 
have not yet been appointed 

President Henry Langenberg of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange stated Saturday that an 
agreement had been reached whereby the 
present grain inspection office would be 
maintained in St. Louis and that he did not 
anticipate any friction under the new in- 
spectors. 

St. Louis grain merchants were cousider- 
ably alarmed when the new law was paszed, 
taking the grain inspection at East SBt. 
Louls out of the hands of the 8t. Louis 
Merchants’ Exchange, and placing it under 
the control of the Illinois Board of Ware- 
house Commissioners, as they were under 
the impression that the new inspectors 
would favor Chicago to the detriment of 
St. Louts’ trade, but the Illinois authori- 
tles seemed to be disposed to act fairly and 
the differences were easily adjusted. 

There is little difference in the rules of 
inspection for the two States and few 
changes were necessary. ; 

The Grain Inspection Department depends 
upon the fees collected for ite mainte- 
nance,and the new offictals were quick to see 
that as three-fourths of the businees at 
Bast St. Louis is controlled from this side, 
their interests were those of the 8t. Louis 
grain merchants. 

If the inepections did not prove asatis- 
among § much of the grain intended for 
East St. Louls would be held on this side, 
and, wherever possible, the grain arriving 
at Bast St. Louls would be sold by sample 
instead of by inspection, thus cutting off 
the fees of the East Side inspectors. 

The Railroad and Warehouse Commiss'on- 
ers of the two States will confer in a few 
days to complete the arrangements for 
transferring the business to the Illinois au- 
\horities. 


PREHISTORIC MOUNDS.

SOME VALUABLE DISCOVERIES 
IN SOUTH DAKOTA. 


WELL KEPT FORTIFICATIONS. 


Two Sets of Mounds With Many Relics 
of Some Long Extinct Hu-. 
man Race. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., July 17.—A local paper 
to-day publishes a detalled account of an 
exploring expedition recently sent out by it 
In charge of Louis de Lesley to locate, sur- 
vey and define the prehistoric mounds of 
the Missouri River Valley in South Dakota. 
The existence of mounds there has been 
known for a long time. The party located 
two distinct flelds of prehistoric mounds 
and one well-preserved fortification five 
miles in length and three-quarters of a mile 
wide. Both groups of mounds are of con- 
siderable magnitude. The largest group was 
located opposite the mouth of Grand River 
and contains 800,000 square feet of territory 
with eighty-four counted and surveyed 


mounds upon the field, an elevation of 175 
feet above the Missouri River. One of the 
largest mounds was opened by the party 
and immense quantities of prehistoric speci- 
mens were secured and hn, to the city. 

The second field of mounds within this 
same area was four miles distant and to 
some extent obliterated by the plow. But 
there were upwards of fifiy mounds in this 
held and prehistoric pottery, arrows and 
stone implements were found here also in 
large numbers. Close to the edge of this sec- 
ond fleld, which is in Walworth County, 8. 
D., the party found severa)] trénches con- 
ae human ekeletons and several skulle 
were brought back. The skulls are harder, 
heavier and thicker even than those of a 
negro and much unlike those of the In- 
dians of the Columbian age. 

A mile and a quarter from this place the 
party located @ well preserved fortification 
of earth still showing the outer and inner 
earth breastworks, the ditches and inner 
works. The gateways or entrances to the 
fortifications are still marked, Here, too, 


abundant and a number of stone imple- 
ments were secured. It seems as though 
an entire prehistoric settlement had been 
roperly lecated, including its means of 
ast’ defence. The field invites the closest 
attention on the part of archaeologists.

GREAT MECHANICAL PROBLEM. 


HOT AND COLD AIR MOTOR. 


Does Not Claim That His Device Will 
Solve Perpetual Mo- 
tion.

Daniel H. Smith of 1407 Clinton street and 
Engineer Tracy of the Chemical Building 
are the inventors of a motor which they are 
confident will revolutionize the mechanical 
world. 

It is not’ a perpetual motion affair, but 
its inventors claim it will come pretty near 
settling the question of power without cost. 

The contraction and expansion of heated 
air is the basic idea of the contrivance. 
There are two chambers, one containing 
cold air, the other air that is superheated, 
The correlated action of these opposing 


forces generate the power. 

Mr. Smith is not in the city, but this much 
was secured from his partner, Mr. Tracy. 

“We will not give out the details of our 
invention yet,”’ he said. “‘We have no com- 
plete diagrams nor do we desire to exploit 
the affair just yet. The whole scheme is yet 
imperfect. One of these days it may revo- 
lutionize the world and it may not.”’ 

“Do you claim that it will solve the prob- 
lem of perpetual! motion?’ 

“Oh, no. It is not that kind of a machine. 
But it will come near settling the question 
of power without cost. “I believe perpet- 
ual motion is possible, but the trouble is, 
where is your power? How are you going 
to generate and transmit energy? Take 
this recently patented invention of a Mil- 
waukee man. His plan embraces a series 
of weights falling into slots in an endless 
chain inside a wheel. I can understand 
that that might be successful in a toy, and 
the wheel might revolve till the crack of 
doom, but to what good?” 

Mr. Tracy says his machine I!s practicable, 
“and,” he added, “there isn’t any secret 
ower, like the Keeley motor business about 
t 


“When we are ready to let the world 
know about it, you will see that it Is only an 
ingenious and simple application of motor 
science, well unders and of known 
force and energy.”’ 

Milwaukee is just now discussing a ma- 
chine invented by Fred Hackman of that 
city. His idea is a wheel on the inner per- 
iphery of which are notches or pockets. 
As the wheel revolves these pockets re- 
celve and discharge iron balls, each ball 
contributing its impetus to the motion.

Five gallons of gasoline will supply the 
engine for a run of ten hours and the elec- 
tric spark which ignites the gasoline is 
generated by a battery of seven Samson 
cells and a spark coil. - This battery has to 
be overhauled every four months.
